m its that the p resident m ade one 
of the great psychological m is­ 
tak es of the w ar when he told a 
press conference that the A tlan­ 
tic charter did not exist as a 
form al docum ent. 
When you read carefully the 
stenograp hic record of tha t press 
conference, 
as this w riter 
has, 
it is easy to see that the p resi­ 
dent was only trying to giv e some 
interesting history as to how the 
A tlantic charter was scribbled on 
bits of • ap er by him and C hurch­ 
ill and radioed back 
and 
forth 
between ships. 
He did not m ean to throw the 
A tlantic charter 
ov erboard. 
He 
was trying to steer his p ress con­ 
ference, as he so freq uently does, 
aw ay from 
the 
dynam ite-laden 
q uestion of Poland by telling them 
other hum an interest back ground 
inform ation 
about 
the 
A tlantic 
charter. 
U nq uestionably he did 
not m ean to imply that the char­ 
ter no longer existed as an ideal 
tow ard w hich the USA and the 
world should striv e. 
The incident was v ery sim ilar 
to the press conference in which 
FDR denied he had w ritten a let­ 
ter 
to 
W endell 
Willk ie, 
then 
q uick ly adm itted to Stev e Early 
and Judge Sam Rosenm an after­ 
w ard that he had made a m istak e. 
In this case, unfortunately, the 
p resident’s 
hum an interest dis­ 
course on how the fact tha t the 
A tlantic charter nev er existed as 
formal docum ent already has 
rev erbrated 
around 
the 
world 
with results extrem ely difficult to 
remedy. 
The inside fact ia, how ev er, that 
the p resident most of the time 
has fought to p reserv e the p rin­ 
ciples 
of 
the 
A tlantic 
charter. 
Sometimes, 
as 
in

Greece, he has not ap p eared to 
fight v ery hard. But in the case 
of Poland, for instance, Roose­ 
v elt’s record Is consistent. 
The record goes back to the

England, 
secured 
British 
consent

Polish 
borders, giv ing Russia her p re­ 
v ious p rov inces in Poland up to 
the Curzon line. This m eant that 
Poland would be sp lit in half. 
Ro o sev elt Pro tects Po les. 
President 
Roosev elt, 
how ev er, 
objected. 
He 
cabled 
C hurchill 
♦hat he could not agree 
to these 
term s. 
C hurchill 
then held up 
the whole m atter while U. S. Am­ 
bassador 
W Inant 
brought 
the 
treaty back to W ashington. Fol­ 
lowing on his heels csm e Foreign 
M inister Molotoff. 
He w anted two 
things: A second front in w estern 
Europe to tak e the heat off S talin­ 
grad; also an agreem ent on the 
p artition of Poland. 
Molotoff got neither. The B rit­ 
ish opposed the .first and Roose­ 
v elt opposed the aecond. 
He ex­ 
p lained to M oiotoff dip lom atically 
but firm ly tha t he could not enter 
into a lecret agreem ent, tha t there 
was a large num ber of Poles ii\ 
this country who would object 
v igorously to Polish p artition, that 
it was unw ise for the sak e of 
allied unity to arouse them , that 
European problem s w ere not our 
bailiw ick 
and 
finally 
that 
the 
Russian p lan was contrary to the 
A tlantic charter. 
The Russians came ba< k with 
the rem inder that Poland, up to 
the Curzon 
line, together with 
Estonia. 
Latv ia, 
L ithuania, 
and 
p art of Rum ania, was in Russian 
hands w hen the A tlantic charter 
was signed, so it did not apply to 
them . 
Beyond that, Molotoff did 
not press the point. The Russians 
w ere 
in 
a desp erate 
m ilitary 
situation a t the tim e and he was 
much m ore interested in getting 
a second front. 
Ho wev er, they did ra ia e the 
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q uestion of Poland w hen Secre­ 
tary H ull 
v isited 
Moscow and 
they raised it again at Teheran. 
In fact, they nev er forgot the 
p oint or let us forget it. 
No Seco nd Fro nt Till * 44. 
Some critical dip lom ats argue 
that Roosev elt should hav e se­ 
cured a com m itm ent in w riting 
from the Russians in 19 42 w hen 
they w ere in a desp erate m ilitary 
situation and w e w ere in a better 
bargaining position. 
Had he been 
able to prom ise the Russians a 
second front in the sum m er of 
19 42, 
p erhap s 
he 
could 
hav e 
secured a com prom ise on Poland. 
B ut 
he 
was 
neither 
able 
to 
p rom ise nor 
p roduce 
a 
second 
front until two years later, the 
sum m er of 19 44. 
The second front was finally 
decided at Teheran. At that tim e 
a com prom ise was also proposed 
w hereby the Poles w ere to giv e 
up east Poland and be com pen­ 
sated w ith slices of East Prussia, 
Pom erania, and up p er Silesia at 
the exp ense of G erm any. Roose­ 
v elt tried to k eep on the side­ 
lines regarding this p art of the 
Teheran talk s, and C hurchill was 
supposed to carry the ball w hen 
it cam e to p ersuading the Polish 
gov ernm ent-in-exile to accept this 
com prom ise. 
This was w hat was 
behind C hurchill’s recent talk s in 
Moscow w hen he sum m oned the

T eheran com prom ise. It was al#o 
behind his recent speech in p ar­ 
liam ent when he p ublicly sided 
w ith 
Stalin and 
rebuffed 
the 
Polish gov ernm ent-in-exile. 
Also, in the back ground and 
ev en m ore Im p ortant w as the des­ 
p erate need of renew ed Russian 
attack s on the Polish front to re ­ 
liev e 
p ressure

front. Wk? hav e no observ ers in 
Russia, and not ev en our highest 
m ilitary authorities k now definite­ 
ly the whys and w herefores of 
the red arm y’s slow -up in Poland. 
But it

thm ere was a p ublic com m itm ent 
regarding Poland. 
So Churchill

HOW WE CATCH COLD 
In the day s when we had a 
dust bowl, the doctors in the area 
of dust storms became familiar 
with a form of chest cold that 
W’as definitely related to the in­ 
halation of dust. 
This observation has been re­ 
newed in the ex perience of Drs. 
J ohn Toomey and Carl Petersilge 
of Western Reserve university in 
Cleveland. 
Epidemics of Bronchitis. 
In an orphanage which houses 
365 children, sudden outbreaks of 
acute bronchitis occurred when 
the children play ed on a large clay 
field during dry w'eather. The epi­ 
demics arose only during rainless 
periods when the field was cov- 
ere(' with finely pulverized dust. 
A ty pical case would often last 
two weeks. 
The principal sy mp­ 
tom 
was 
ex plosive, 
intractable 
coughing, which brought up very 
little sputum. 
The temperature 
often reached 101 degrees, and the 
acute 
sy mptoms 
subsided 
only 
when the child was put to bed. 
This indicatc.s a factor in all 
acute nose and chest infections 
that has sort of been lost sight of 
during recent y ears. 
Our "anti- 
spitting ’ campaign ha.s been for­ 
gotten. 
All the emphasis on the 
contagiousness of colds and tuber­ 
culosis and pneumcmia has been 
put on persooal contact and prox ­ 
imity to a person wo has such an 
infection, and the possibilities of 
air infection have been glossed 
over. 
Sneezing Emphasized. 
Every body 
nowaday s, 
when 
talking about the contagion of the 
common 
cold, 
emphasizes the 
sneezing. 
We are shown pictures 
of an unrestrained sneezer at the 
height of his parox y sm, blowing 
particles as far as 12 feet from his 
nose, at a nozzle velocity of 150 
feet a second. But the old "Do not 
spit on the floor” signs have all 
disappeared. 
In spreading colds, there must 
be many elements involved, and I 
have no doubt that the sneeze is 


responsible for its full share. But 
what drops on floors and streets 
also play s a part. 
Any one w’ho attempts to ex plain 
the spread and contagiousness of 
colds must take account of the 
fundamental nature as shown in 
the name “ colds.” 
They occur in cold weather in 
overw’helming majority . Why ? It 
can’t be entirely cold weather or 
ex posure. Nobody , or at least very 
few’, in our humanitarian day and 
age actually get chilled at their 
work to the point of shock or low­ 
ered resistance. 
A irtigh t Rooms. 
Part of it must be that in the 
winter we are closed up too much 
in air tight rooms and buildings. 
Possibly the ex posure of cold 
weather, very probably the chill­ 
ing of the surface of the body 
w’hich comes from a good wetting, 
reduces resistance so that one is 
not in a position to fight cold 
germs and pneumona. But the fa­ 
miliar warning: "Button up y our 
overcoat; do y ou want to catch 
y our death? ” is not necessarily 
highly scientific. 
The factors which cause us to 
catch cold are at least so numer­ 
ous and so complex that they can’t 
be solved just by taking a few 
shots in the arm. 
Q U ESTIO N S AND ANSW ERS. 
H. M.; What is meant by the 
lack of thy roid, the cause and how 
may it be corrected? 
Answer: The thy roid gland may 
be atrophied at birth (cretinism), 
or it may gradually atrophy after 
middle age especially in women 
(my x oedema). The sy mptoms are 
increase in weight, a peculiar in­ 
filtration of the tissues under the 
skin, a sense of cold, dry ness of 
the skin and mental sluggishness. 
Both forms can be successfully 
treated by apply ing thy roid gland 
j 
in a dry or powdered form by 1 
mouth.

suher from this disease sometime 
during their lives, the U. S. pub­ 
lic health service is recommend­ 
ing that trichinosis be attacked on 
a nationwide basis, either through 
concentrated action on the part of 
the states or by assumption of 
control by the federal govern­ 
ment," he stated. 
He explained that trichinosis, 
acquired through eating under­ 
cooked meat, usually comes from 
hogs which are infected by eating 
uncooked garbage which has be­ 
come infected by the pork scraps 
it contains, 
‘Since there is no known cure 
for trichinosis, every one should 


make every effort to avoid the^

disease,” he cautioned. ‘‘One sure 
way of avoiding it is by eating no 
meat that has not been thoroughly 
cooked—in the case of pork it 
should be cooked until it loses its 
pinkish color and turns grey . The 
prevention of trichinosis can be 
furthered b.v cooking garbage be­ 
fore it is fed to hog.s.”
